Discuss Greenbelt’s Greenbelt

Can Greenbelt’s greenbelt be 
saved—when so much of the 
open space surrounding the city 
is owned by the federal govern- 
ment? That question has engaged 
successive city councils over 
many years. 

To the north it1s_ the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC); to the east, 
the NASA/Goddard facility; 
and to the south, the Greenbelt 
Park, operated under the U.S. 
Park Service. In addition, cut- 
ting through the city is the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
which, although a major north- 
south traffic artery, is main- 
tained according to parkway 
standards and monitored by the 
U.S. Park Police. 

For their importance in pro- 
viding portions of the open 
space that surrounds and impacts 
on the city, each of these entities 
was included on a list of topics 
that the current city council 
asked to discuss with this 
district's representatives inthe 
U.S. Congress—Rep. Steny 
Hoyer...and. Senators Paul 
Sarbanes and Barbara Mikulski. 
The occasion was a dinner 
meeting, held Friday evening, 
Juné 19 at the Greenbelt 
Marriott. “It was attended by 
Hoyer and two of his aides, An- 
drew Quinn and Corey

The Greenbelt City Council 
told the U.S. Postal Service to 
deliver on an original agreement 
to build its new facility on three 
acres instead of five acres of 
land, that the blueprints revealed 
on July 15 at a city council 
worksession. 

The postal service is planning 
to construct a 20,000 square foot 
building near the northeast corner 
of Ora Glen Drive and Hanover 
Parkway. It would be located at 
some distance from both streets 
and east and north of the Banc | 
building. However, at a Septem- 
ber 1996 city council 
worksession, the postal service 
had previously said it would 
search for a three-acre site to 
build a 15,000 square foot facil- 
ity. With the original plan, two 
acres would thus have remained 
unused between the Windsor 
Green neighborhood and the pro- 
posed post office. 

“I want to see as much buffer 
as possible for the residents,” 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
said. “Move the whole thing to- 
ward the street.” 

More Buffer Needed 

“We want more, more, more,” 
Mayor Judith Davis said. To get 
more of a buffer for the Windsor 
Green residents, Councilmember

piecemeal development that has 
occurred on the BARC property 
over the last few decades. In 
this time, one or another tenant, 
such as the Federal Courthouse 
and USDA Headquarters, has 
taken over some of the space. 
At an earlier time, the largest 
of these encroachments was the 
segment assigned to the Space 
Agency for the Goddard Center. 

White particularly high- 
lighted the impact on the trans- 
portation infrastructure of these 
developments. “The environ- 
mental issues have been enor- 
mous,” he said. 

Mayor Judith Davis agreed. 
“Greenbelt always seems to be 
last to be notified,” she pointed 
out. “We would like to be part 
of the planning process; we 
have background and knowl- 


postal service make the building 
more rectangular than square, so 
that it could push some of the 
parking spaces away from 
Windsor Green. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin recom- 
mended eliminating the storm 
management pond on the pro- 
posed site and channeling the 


water to the pond across the 


street. Celia Craze, director of 
planning and community develop- 
ment, proposed shifting the build- 
ing to the southwest corner of the 
site and using on-street parking. 
In addition, Craze and 
Councilmember Thomas White 
want to bring customers into the 
building off Ora Glen Drive but 
the postal service intends to use 
the existing office park entrance 
on Hanover Parkway for its cus- 
tomers, said Rex Harvey, project 
manager. Davis noted, however, 
that the current entrance is small. 
Harvey said the postal service 
would take advantage of the ex- 
isting easement on the BW Park- 
way. Then postal employees and 


trucks would use Ora Glen Drive __ 


to enter the facility, he said. The 
proposed post office would in- 
clude three full-service counters, 
a wrapping station, a self-service 
area, and post office boxes, 
Harvey said. Greenbelt Postmas- 
ter John Hyater promised that the 


post office would maintain itéste- 
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as equivalent to Central Park for 
the city of New York in what 
they offer this area in greenspace 
and a respite from urban conges- 
tion. 

Hoyer concurred that preserv- 
ing these open areas was impor- 
tant. He reminded the group of 
the hard work of Sarbanes, 
Mikulski, himself and then-Rep- 
resentative Tom McMillan, when 
8,000 acres of Ft. Meade were 
declared excess. Through their 
combined effort, they were able 
to have this acreage set aside as 
a wildlife refuge, circumventing 
the desire of the Reagan admin- 
istration, which would have sold 
it for development. _ Preserving 
this land required “a tough fight,” 
Hoyer said. 

“BARC has been essentially

Charrettes Begin August 1 
For Metro Station Concept

The first of four charrettes to 
be conducted by the Greenbelt 
Metro Area Sector Planning 
Group and the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission (M-NCPPC) staff team 
will be held on Saturday, August 
1 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. The 
four-hour session will take place 
in the Greenbelt Community 
Center’s Multipurpose Room. 
This meeting signals the begin- 
ning of the second phase of the 
planning process to prepare a pre- 
liminary plan and proposed sec- 


tional map amendment for the. 


area around and including the 
Greenbelt Metro Station. 

The first phase, involving nine 
months of study by a focus study 
group (now renamed the planning 
group), culminated in the Sector 
Plan document “Goals, Concepts 
and Guidelines and Public Partici- 
pation Program.” 

The First Charrette 

Kicking off the first charrette 
will be an hour-long presentation 
by the M-NCPPC staff team deal- 
ing with draft land use alterna- 
tives. The 23-member planning 
group will then review and evalu- 
ate these choices. Staff speakers 
will be Monty Kolste, team facili- 
tator; Joe Chang, project leader; 
Stacy Miller, environmental plan-

planner; and Jennifer Smith and 
Chidy Umeozulu, urban designers. 

At 10:05 a.m., a ten-minute re- 
cess will be called, during which 
the public may ask questions and

charrette process will begin, with 
Sector Planning members divided 
into two breakout groups. Each 
group will select a spokesperson 
and a staff team. The breakout 
groups will then discuss and cre- 
ate' land use mixes and relation- 
ships for the Sector Plan area. 
They will evaluate elements in 
four different concepts dealing 
mainly with land use and trans- 
portation. 

A display of graphics devel- 
oped by the M-NCPPC staff will 
depict various possibilities for 
modification and improvement of 
existing patterns. For example, 
on planning scenario calls for 

yor access improvements to the 
Cc pital Beltway (I-95/495) that 

“could include ramps and/or an 
interchange, the addition of light 
rail, or other internal transporta- 
tion solutions.” Another envi- 
sions minor access improvements 
to the entire sector plan area's in- 
frastructure without such Capital 

eltway ramps or interchange. 

At noon another short break 
will allow for public input. After- 
ward, the Sector Planning group 
will reconvene.

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Fewer Cars, 
Not More Parking 

I am concerned that the county 
code requirements for parking in new 
construction are being brought up in 
regard to the parking problems at 
Green Ridge House. All that hap- 
pens when there is more parking is 
that people get more cars until all the 
spaces are used up. Living with tight 
parking is a price we pay for packing 
so many people in among the cool 
shady trees and gardens that make 
Old Greenbelt such a beautiful town. 
If all of GHI were to add surface 
parking to be up to this dubious, 
land-wasting code, the Greenbelt core 
would be much the worse for it. 

We don’t need more surface 
parking here, we need fewer cars, 
and more people willing to walk a 
few blocks to the parking already 
available near GRH. An incentive 
might be to designate some (say 
10) of the parking permits for 
GRH residents and staff to require 
that the holders either: 

always park on a street at least 
500 feet away from GRH 

or, get rid of their cars (resi- 
dents only) 

In return, special permit holders 
would receive $1000 per year. These 
special permits would be available on 
a first-come first-served basis, or 
through a lottery if more than the al- 
lotted number of GRH residents or 
staff step forward. 

It seems there is no shortage of 
money to uproot trees and pave 
gardens: other solutions should be 
as worthy of study and funding as 
those more destructive ones. In 20 
years we will be glad we did not 
“pave paradise and put up a park- 
ing fot.”

from the public, and a chain-link 
fence would encompass the build- 
ing, Harvey Said. 
Councilmember Putens said he 
did not like that type of fence. 

“They cheapen the architecture 
and the quality of the facility,” he 
said. “The facility needs to be 
compatible with the community.” 

Landscaping 

Harvey assured council that 
the building would most likely be 
composed of brick and blend into 
the community. 

Davis also said the council 
wanted as much vegetation as 
possible to remain on the pro- 
posed site. Harvey said the 
postal service preferred not to de- 
stroy existing trees. Putens sug- 
gested constructing islands with 
trees planted in them for the 
parking lot. Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull concurred. 

“Give consideration to the 
landscaping of the trees for the 
air they make, and the shade they 
give,” Turnbull said. 

The council will meet with the 
postal service next week to fe- 
view the revised blueprint based 
on council’s comments. 

Traffic Calming — 

In other business, council also 
met with some residents of 
Windsor Green and with Craze. 
They reviewed alternatives to the 
traffic calming device on Hanover 
Parkway near the Exxon station 
that prevents motorists traveling 
toward Ora Glen Drive from 
making a left across the BW 
Parkway. Craze said she will 
work with council and the resi- 
dents to achieve a mutual solu- 
tion.

maintained,” he went on, remind- 
ing council of the renaissance 
project still underway to renovate 
the Center’s aging buildings. 
Most of the development pressures 
on the tract have been in the di- 
rection of BARC’s research com- 
ponent, he said. He cited the syn- 
ergy that can prevail when the 
personnel engaged in allied re- 
search missions can interact 
through proximity. 

The courthouse was another 
matter, he conceded, but care was 
taken to see that it did not en- 
croach on wetlands. He agreed 
that further road development of 
Md 201 (Edmonston  Rd.- 
Kenilworth Ave.) was not desir- 
able. “I would not like to see a 
six-lane road going through 
BARC,” he said. 

Hoyer stressed that he has 
made clear to USDA officials and 
those from other federal agencies, 
as well as the county, that they 
must seek input from Greenbelt in 
dealing with any expansion of 
201. The city has “legitimate con- 
cerns,” he said. He noted also 
that the planned occupancy of the 
USDA headquarters building has 
been downsized from 3,000 to 
1,300. 

Goddard Facility 

Council seemed of two minds 
about the Goddard Facility. They 
were concerned about plans not 
long ago that it might be relo- 
cated. According to a briefing pa- 
per presented to the legislative team, 
“Goddard is a significant link in the 
region’s economic development 
chain. Much of the office space in 
the city,” the statement continued, 
“houses Goddard contractors and 
other support services.” 

At the same time they had 
been dismayed when the news 
broke in February that the Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) planned 
to build a 350,000-square foot op- 
erations center on the Goddard 
campus. 

Hoyer praised Mikulski’s lead- 
ership, from her chairmanship of 
the Senate committee overseeing 
the NASA program, in keeping the 
Goddard facility in Maryland. At 
the same time he explained 
NASA’s and NOAA's joint interest 
in relocating the latter’s earth 
monitoring program from Camp 
Springs to Goddard, whose satel- 
lite observations are crucial for 
NOAA’s endeavor. Again he de- 
scribed the synergy of the joint 
missions. | 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 


erts deplored the proposed siting . 


of the NOAA building, however, 
noting that it would destroy a 
piece of woodland, when it could 
as well be placed on an open 
field. “It seems stupid to destroy 
the environment in order to study 
it,” he charged. ““‘We should be a 
bit smarter.” White, however, 
noted that much of the Goddard 
open space is needed for NASA's 
antenna range. 

_In any case, NOAA is currently 
having “money problems,” Hoyer 


said, implying that a move was 


not imminent. 
Road Intersection 

White raised the issue of heavy 
traffic impact at the intersection of 
Greenbelt Rd. and Cipriano Rd. 
and the nearby NASA employee 
entrance, As a means of control- 
ling the amount of traffic gener- 
ated by NASA employees, Mayor 
Davis questioned why a shuttle 
could not be arranged from the 
Greenbelt Metro station directly to 
the NASA facility, bypassing the 


current slow; circuitous Metro bus

route. 

Hoyer in turn praised the idea. 
He said that he wanted to work 
hard “to minimize problems,” es- 
pecially by keeping non-USDA 
facilities away from BARC. “It’s 
a wonderful place,” he said, “and 
we want to keep it a wonderful 
place.” = 
B-W: Parkway 

When Mayor Davis brought up 
rumors that the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway might be wid- 
ened, Hoyer assured her that it 
would be kept to parkway stan- 
dards, with relatively narrow 
shoulders. Only at interchanges 
had it been widened, he said, to 
permit safer entrances and exits. 
The one remaining intersection 
still to be completed is that with 
Md 197. 

At the same time the Park Ser- 
vice had headed off plans to use 
the Parkway as the access road for 
a proposed speedway in Anne 
Arundel County near the Parkway 
and the BWI access road. He 
also commended the Park Service 
for their use of the walls along the 
Parkway that look like stone. This 
is the material of choice, he noted, 
because the walls are reinforced and 
therefore stronger and safer than ac- 
tual stones and mortar. 

Greenbelt Park 

Council also expressed concern 
about the portion of the original 
Jaeger tract inside Greenbelt Park, 
which the Park Service had hoped 
to acquire. Greenbelt is worried 
that this enclave might be sold for 
private development. 

The deal fell through, Hoyer 
said, because the price asked for 
the tract—$4 to 5 million—was 
“too outrageously expensive.” 
Anderson commented that they 
had hoped for a land swap but 
that it hadn’t worked out. “Let's 
take another crack at it,” Hoyer 
replied. 

Other Issues 

Two other concerns of council 
had nothing to do with greenspace 
issues. One was the problem of 
transportation of nuclear waste, 
which citizens had requested that 
they bring up. Unfortunately 
there is “no alternative” to trans- 
porting it, Hoyer said. 

Currently nuclear waste is 
stored at the Calvert Cliffs plant. 
By 2010 it must be removed. 
That is “not a good place for 
storage,” he pointed out, since it 
is on the Bay shore and near a 
heavily populated area. On the 
other hand, very high standards 
have been established for the 
containers and the method of 
transporting such materials, he 
said.

Greenbelt Has Four 
Big Tree Champions

Greenbelters love their trees, 
but did you know our town 
boasts four specimens that are 
among the 31 Big Tree Champi- 
ons of Prince George’s County? 
Not that all of these trees are so 
very tall, as they range in height 
from 22 to 73 feet; but each 1s 
large for its species. 

Greenbelt’s Big Four are 
among the 31 “largest and grand- 
est” in the county, according to 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Parking Commission 
(MNCPPC). 

Two of Greenbelt’s champions 
are located in Schrom Hills Park. 
One, a Deodar Cedar, is a 46- 
foot evergreen with a circumfer- 
ence of 8’2" and a crown spread 
of 51 feet. The other is a 47- 
foot longleaf pine with a 5' cir- 
cumference. 

The smallest tree is a Star 
Magnolia at the Community Cen- 
It is 22 feet high, with a cir- 
cumference of 1’8" and an 18' 
crown spread. The tallest tree is 
a 73' London Plane near the 
Greenbelt Post Office, with a cir- 
cumference of 67".

filings and abuse of the system 


through multiple filings. He cited 
in particular the injustice to home- 
owner associations—especially 
small ones—when one or two 
homeowners file over and over for 
bankruptcy relief. During the pe- 
riod following the filing no one 
can receive money for any obli- 
gations accrued by the debtor, in- 
cluding association fees and 
mortgage payments. 

Hoyer commented that the 
House had recently passed legis- 
lation, which he had supported, 
that requires debtors to pay any 
part of their debt that they are 
able to. The bill has been ap- 
proved by the Senate judiciary 
committee, he said, and will be 
brought before the full Senate. 
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Zoning Authority Bill 
For City Is Enacted 


Greenbelt is another step 
closer to implementing the lim- 
ited zoning authority granted to it 
and Bowie last year by the 
Maryland state legislature. The 
enabling legislation required that 
legislation permitting the munici- 
palities to perform these powers, 
now vested with the county 
council, be enacted by the 
county. 

County Councilmember 
Audrey Scott presented the en- 
abling legislation for introduction 
on February 24. (County proce- 
dures require bills to be pre- 
sented, after which they are usu- 
ally referred to committee and 
amendments made, if desired, be- 
fore a bill is formally introduced 
for possible enactment following 
a public hearing.) On March 16 
it was referred to committee, 
where it languished. Scott says 
that she could not get support 
from any other member of the 
committee for even a second to 
her motion to recommend ap- 
proval. 

The County Board of Appeals 
opposed the bill, noting that the 
delegation of authority would re- 
duce that board’s workload, ac- 
cording to Scott. There was also 
council concern that the bill ben- 
efited larger, more affluent com- 
munities while the smaller mu- 
nicipalities would not be able to 
assume that much responsibility. 

Scott then took advantage of 
council procedures that permit a 
councilmember to directly intro- 
duce a bill if it becomes stuck in 
committee and introduced CB-33 
on April 21. Immediately after a 
public hearing on May 12, the 
bill was adopted unanimously.

Tips on Garbage 


Handling in Summer 
by Neal Barnett 
Chairman, Recycling 
Advisory Committee 

Now that hot weather has ar- 
rived, it is time for residents to 
manage their refuse to minimize 
odors. This is especially impor- 
tant since refuse is now collected 
once a week. Here are some 
timely tips. 

Any refuse that might smell 
should be tightly wrapped or 
sealed in plastic bags. Although 
this procedure will not stop decay, 
it will confine it to the bag. 
Wrapped food scraps can be 
stored in the freezer until collec- 
tion day, when it will thaw slowly 
enough that it will not smell. 

Wrapping garbage also pre- 
vents it from spilling into your 
garbage can. On collection day, 
it’s wise to leave your garbage 
can open to let it air out. The 
better your garbage is wrapped, 
the less problem you will have 
with spills and odors. If garbage 
is spilled, wash out the can and 
let it dry. Give the refuse collec- 
tion crews a break!

Glendening Dedicates 
A New Hospital Wing 


Maryland Governor Parris 
Glendening dedicated a new 
$10 million Critical Care Cen- 
ter at Doctors’ Community 
Hospital, a’ not-for-profit .250- 
bed acute care medical and 
surgical hospital’ in Lanham, 
on July 23. 

The 24-bed center will have 
a procedure room with por- 
table radiology, medical 
gases, and surgical capabili- 


ties. It will-also offer medi- 
cal and surgical intensive 
care. All rooms will have 


monitoring equipment, dialy- 
sis connections, ‘and’ en- 
hanced lighting, so patients 
will not ‘have to leave their 
rooms for supplemental care. 
Several rooms will have in- 
creased ease of positioning 
beds with therapeutic treat- 
ment surfaces. 

The center, which is be- 
ing financed in part by a $1 
million matching grant by the 
state of Maryland and by the 
hospital, will admit its first 
patient on Monday, July 27.
